NAVAJO TRIBAL COURTS 

During November Navajo Courts heard 759 criminal 
and 57 civil case^. 

The criminal cases mostly were for disorderly conduct. 
The civil cases were about adoptions, guardianships, 
divorces and welfare. 

The courts collected a total of $7,998 in fines, etc., 
during this period. 

Navajo Police assisted in maintence of law and order 
at 48 public assemblies. There were 15 motor vehicle 
accidents on the reservation during November. 

Eighteen crimes were investigated by the Criminal 
Investigation Division. Five of these crimes were major 
crimes.

Before crossing, look both ways.

If there is no sidewalk, and you must walk in the road¬ 
way, walk on the left, facing traffic. 

When walking at night, wear or carry something white 
to help drivers see you.
